Loss and Compensation. 


The sufferers by the fires in Sackville 
street, Dublin, have acted wisely in form- 
ing themselves into an Association, and 
im appointing a streng committee to be the 
instrument of that Association. They 
have three possible sources of relief—the 
rates, the insurance companies, and the 
British Government. Little is to be ex- 
pected from the rates, under the Malicious 
Injuries A for the simple reason that 
some of th ief sufferers are themselves 
among the largest ratepayers: it would 
be merely a robbing of Peter to pay Paul. 
The attitude of the insurance companies 
is uncertain. It is said that clauses in 
all, or nearly all, the policies in issue 
relieve the companies from liability for 
loss caused by fires which were the out- 
come of public disorders or military opera- 
tions. In the case of calamities on the 
great scale, however, insurance companies 
sometimes take a liberal view of their 
obligation. There are occasions when a 
wise company realises that it is not good 
business to insist upon the letter of its 
contracts, and Mr. Murphy seems to have 
some hope that this may prove to be one 
of them. The great British insurance 
companies, though not strictly liable, paid 
all claims in respect of the earthquake 
and fires at San Francisco. The British 
Government, however, appears to be 
accepted by the Dublin sufferers, and 
certainly is accepted by the public 
generally, as the most promising mark for 
damages. The new Association intends 
to approach the Government without 
delay. Already its committee has asked 
the Prime Minister to receive a deputa- 
tion, and the several and combined claims 
for compensation are sure to be pressed 
as. strongly as possible on the House of 
Commons. We share the Association’s 
confidence that the claims will have the 
hearty and unanimous support of the Irish

It might never have occurred 
but for the importation of German arms 
and money and the promise of German 


Great Britain and her Allies. 

We are glad that the Association has 
not forgotten one aspect—beyond doubt, 
the most distressing aspect—of the recent 
destruction of property. The ruin of 
many great establishmente has thrown 
large numbers of innocesé men and women 
out of empleyment- Most of them are 
humble people who were depending en- 
tirely on their weekly wages. The loss 
of work for an indefinite period means 
poverty and hardship for all of them; 
| for many of them; we fear, it may mean 
| actual starvation. These unhappy per- 
gons can expect no compensation from 
the Government. They must depend upon 
‘the goodwill and sympathy of their fallow 
citizens. We are glad to learn that the 
Local Government Board is NEART 
to help them. It is making inquiries into 
their circumstances and into the-amount 
of thear recont wages. The Board, how- 
ever, 18 already engaged in the relief of 
distress on a large scale in Dublin. We 


Robinson and his colleagues may be to 
help everybody, the problem of the un 
employed workers in Sackville street and 
other desolated areas may prove to be too 
big for their unaided efforts. We venture 
to think that their more fortunate fellow. 
citazens will not be slow in coming to the 
aid of the disemployed people and their 
families, As we all know, money is tight 
in Dublin just now; war taxation is high ; 
the average householder has little to lend 
or to give away. But no worthy appeal 
has ever been made in vain to the citizens 
of Dublin. We have still a wealthy class 
which is never weary of well-doing, and 
at moments like this the civie spirit of 
Dublin, though dull in normal times, 
seldom fails to burst into generous flame 
There must be many business establish 
ments which have had narrow escapes in 
the recent ordeal of fire and bloodshed, 
and these, we feel sure, will be ready te 
make a suitable thank-offering. ' The 
head of one such house is prepared te 
start a fund for the relief of disemployed 
shop assistants and similar workers in 
the ruined areas with a gift of £50. He 
has asked us to accept the contributions 
of others who may wish to follow his 
example. A public newspaper could hel), 
no better object. We shall be very. glad 
therefore, to accept and to acknowledge 
subscriptions from our readers in aid of 
those men, women, and children whom the 
widespread destruction of property in 
Dablin has left penniless and ni cess 


The Relief of Shackleton. 


It is announced that the Government has 
decided to organise forthwith an expedi- 
tion for the relief of Sir Ernest Shackle- 
ton and his comrades in the Antarctic. We 
are glad that the task has been taken in 
hand in gdd time. The case did not admit 
of delay. It is well known that in the 
plattring of such an expedition a great 
deal of forethought and advance work is 
necessary. The vessel must start in the 
autumn, and the months from now till 
then will be neither too many nor too long. 
There is much reason to be anxious for the 
gallant party of explorers who left Eng: 
land a few days after the outbreak of war. 
and disappeared a little later into the Ant. 
arctic silence. Two vessels were engaged 
in the expedition. The Endurance took 
Sir Ernest Shackleton and his party to the 
Weddell Sea base, whence they ware to 
begin, some time in the past winter, their 
cross-country journey ria the South Pole 
t> the other side of the Polar Continent. 
The Aurora took another party to a base 
on Ross Bay, where scientific work was to 
be conducted and dépéts were to be. laid 
ready for the cross-country party on the 
last stages of its journey. The Endurance 
was to have returned this spring: she has 
been expected at Buenos Ayres for two 
months past. The Aurora, on the other 
hand, was to have stayed at Ross Bay to 
await the arrival of the Shackleton party, 
and was not expected until late in the 
year. These plans have not been fulfilled. 
The Aurora, unable in the furious 
Antarctic storms to keep her station, 
has come back: of the Endurance 
there is no. news. Of the explorers’ 
fate we know nothing. If Sir Ernest 


to have started from the Weddell Sea base 
last November on the journey of 1,700 
miles across the Continent, and he be- 
-lieved that they would reach Ross Bay in 
March, and there join the Aurora. But 
the Aurora is not there. It is thought by 
experts in Folar exploration that the 
Shackleton party and the party left be 
hind by the Aurera may be able to main- 
tain themselves until the earliest moment 
at which; under favourable ice conditions, 
a relief ship can reach them.
